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PREFACE  " 

This  compilation  is  an  attempt  to  bring  together  all  separately  published  bibliographies  in  the 
field  of  religion.      The  execution  of  this  task  involved  visits  to  numerous  libraries  in  Europe 
and  America.      Symbols,    explained  later,    indicate  where  copies  of  the  bibliographies  were  seen 
and  where  other  copies  have  been  reported;  but  no  cold,   printed  characters  can  represent  the 
labor  involved  nor  the  favors  enjoyed. 

The  original  inspiration  for  this  study  came  from  Professor  Roland  H.   Bainton,    of  Yale 
Divinity  School,    and  Mr.  Andrew  Keogh,  formerly  librarian  at  Yale  University:  they  guided 
me,  in  matters  large  and  small,  during  the  research  that  resulted  in  the  dissertation  "pre- 
sented to  the  Faculty  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Yale  University  in  candidacy  for  the  Degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy"  (1929-1930).      It  was  through  their  efforts  that  I  was  granted  a  fellow- 
ship from  the  Sterling  fund,    without  which  aid  the  extensive  travel  could  not  have  been  under- 
taken.     Fully  to  express  my  appreciation  for  help  received  from  those  two  men  and  from  other 
individuals  and  from  institutions  would  require  the  expanding  of  each  of  the  names  in  the  list 
of  libraries  given  below  with  special  tributes.      Particular  mention,  however,  must  be  made  of 
the  Library  of  Congress,  where  I  spent  two  years  and  accepted  innumerable  favors,    including 
permission  to  quote  from  its  printed  cards. 

It  was  my  rule  to  include  only  titles  of  works  that  were  personally  inspected  by  myself.      The 
works  listed  herein  as  "References,"  titles  supplied  by  other  bibliographers,  and  titles  found 
in  library  catalogs  were  used  as  guides  to  the  actual  volumes,  from  which  title  transcriptions 
and  notes  were  made.      Exceptions  to  the  rule  of  direct  inspection  were  made  for  only  a  few 
titles,  which,  before  being  included,  were  verified  by  standard  works  of  reference,  such  as 
the  printed  catalogs  of  the  British  Museum  and  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale.      It  is  clearly  indi- 
cated (with  double  brackets:  [[    ]])  in  each  such  case  that  the  entry  is  not  in  as  good  standing  as 
titles  inspected  bv  me. 

Titles  which  could  not  be  verified  but  still  seemed  to  have  sound  claims  for  existence  have 
been  consigned  to  an  Appendix. 

So  far  as  possible,  the  bibliographies  have  been  evaluated.     No  one  person  can  be  an  authority 
in  all  of  the  subjects  represented  here.      In  the  dissertation  submitted  at  Yale  University  one 
chapter,  that  on  Protestant  missions,  was  treated  fully,  with  critical  notes  on  all  the  biblio- 
graphies ana  with  suggestions  as  to  what  still  remained  to  be  done  in  that  field.      While  such 
full  annotation  has  not  been  attempted  in  the  present  work,  the  notes  do  convey  the  following 
information:  whether  a  bibliography  is  a  simple  alphabetical  list  or  it  is  classified  in  some 
logical  way,  either  topically  or  chronologically;  whether  or  not  there  are  annotations;  and,  if 
the  list  is  classified,  whether  or  not  it  has  an  index.      This  minimum  of  information  is  given 
in  all  cases;  more  information  of  a  pertinent  nature  is  added  when  it  was  available. 

One  of  :he  original  purposes  of  this  work  was  to  encourage  the  production  of  bibliographies  for 
subjects  inadequately  covered. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that,  exhaustive  as  this  work  is,  it  does  not  supply  all  the  tools  needed 
for  research.      The  student  who  would  exhaust  all  mines  of  information  regarding  a  particular 
subject  will  supplement  what  he  finds  here  by  recourse  to  other  types  of  reference  material. 
The  following  are  outside  the  limits  of  this  work,    as  a  rule:

EXPLANATION      OF      FORMS 

Under  each  subject  (or  subdivision)  bibliographies  are  listed  in  chronological  order  by 
dates  of  publication.  Works  on  the  same  subject  issued  in  the  same  year  are  in  alpha- 
betical order.     Undated  works  are  in  alphabetical  order  at  the  end  of  their  sections. 

Second  and  later  editions  are  entered  under  their  years,  with  notes  referring  back  to 
first  editions.     A  note  with  the  first  edition  refers  to  dates  where  later  editions  are 
listed. 

When  this  compilation  was  begun,  in  1929,  the  compiler  was  under  the  influence  of 
American  cataloging  practice  and,  also,  was  in  a  great  hurry  as  he  tried  to  cover 
European  libraries  within  a  few  months;  therefore,  titles  were  not  transcribed  with 
such  fullness  and  accuracy  as  in  later  years.     It  is  deeply  regretted  that  perfect  title 
transcription  can  not  be  claimed  in  every  instance  therefore. 

Information  added  to  a  title,  gained  from  some  other  source  than  the  title-page,  is 
enclosed  in  square  brackets  [    ].      Where  brackets  occur  in  the  original,  they  are 
represented  by  angle  brackets   <    >.      Where  angle  brackets  are  in  the  original,  they 
are  retained. 

In  transcribing  a  title,   punctuation  has  been  supplied  only  when  it  is  needed  for  clarity. 

Being  inclined  to  agree  with  Messrs.   C.  O.  S.  Mawson  and  J.  W.  Robson,  who  say  that 
"the  best  bibliography  in  America  and  one  of  the  best  bibliographies  in  the  world  is  the 
catalogue  of  the  Congressional  Library  in  Washington,  D.  C."  (The  complete  desk  book 
.  .  .    New  York,  Thomas  Y.   Crowell  company,  1939,    p.  321)   the  compiler  has  adopted  forms 
used  by  that  catalog  and  has  taken  advantage  of  research  done  by  its  reliable  catalogers. 
When,  for  instance,  a  scholarly  cataloger  has  established  the  birth  date  of  an  author  and 
differentiated  him  from  others  of  the  same  name,  this  bibliographer  gratefully  accepts 
this  information. 

The  name  of  the  author  (which  may  be  an  institution)  is  given  in  capitals  before  the  title. 
The  first  word  or  words  of  an  anonymous  title  are  printed  in  capitals.     The  title  is  then 
reproduced  as  accurately  as  possible;  transliteration  is  employed  only  in  cases  of  old 
forms  and  for  languages  which  can  not    easily  be  reproduced.      No  important  part  of  a 
title  is  omitted.     Where  three  dots  (...)  are  used,  they  represent  either  (1)  words  at  the 
top  of  a  page,  not  a  part  of  the  title,  or  (2)  a  motto  or  quotation,  or  (3)  irrelevant  matter, 
such  as  an  author's  titles  or  the  publisher's  street  address. 

Where  three  dots  (...)  are  employed,  a  slight  distinction  is  made  between  two  kinds  of 
omission.     If  the  omission  comes  after  a  "full  stop,"  the  three  dots  are  spaced  thus: 

An  introduction  to  history   ...     If 

Where  the  omission  occurs  inside  a  sentence  or  phrase,  the  spacing  is  thus: 

TntrnHuction  to.  .  .  ancisnt  historv. 


In  a  few  cases,  where  titles  were  extremely  long  and  it  seemed  unnecessary  to  quote 
them  in  full,  nine  dots  ( )    indicate  the  omissions. 

For  a  work  of  more  than  one  volume,  the  exact  title  of  the  first  volume  is  copied;  and 
appended  notes  indicate  variations  on  subsequent  title-pages. 

In  giving  the  name  of  an  institution  as  author,  the  rule  i?  to  use  the  official  name  of  the 
institution  (e.  g. ,    Union  theological  seminary,  New  York  -  the  underscored  part  being 
identifying  information  added  to  the  official  name)    instead  of  following  the  practice  of 
the  American  Library  Association  ("New  York.     Union  theological  seminary.")    Excep- 
tion is  made  in  the  case  of  governmental  units,  where  the  official  name  seems  an  un- 
wieldy circumlocution  for  the  popular  name  (e.  g  ,    "The  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston" 
is  an  awkward  though  official  form  for  the  "Boston  public  library")    or  where  it  is  hard 
to  ascertain  whether  the  official  name  is   "Cambridge  University"  or  "University  of 
Cambridge. " 

Following  the  title,  the  first  note  gives  pagination,   size,  and  information  regarding 
illustrations  (if  any).     In  giving  the  measurement  of  a  book,  the  height  is  given  in  centi- 
meters (the  width  being  added  if  the  book  is  of  unusual  proportions). 

"Cover-title:"  the  title  is  on  the  front  cover,    not  inside  as  is  usual  with  books. 
Cover-titles  are  common  with  pamphlets. 

Where  a  cover-title  is  included  in  the  pagination,    it  is  indicated  thus:    cover-title,  14  p. 
But  where  the  cover-title  is  not  included  in  the  page  numbering,  it  is  given  thus: 
cover-title  &  23  p. 

"Caption  title"  is  used  for  a  title  occurring  on  the  same  page  as  the  text;  i.e.,    where 
there  is  no  separate  title-page. 

"Cover-caption-title:"    the  title  and  the  text  are  on  the  front  cover. 

The  index  has  been  made  as  full  as  necessity  seemed  to  demand.     All  authors  and  joint 
authors  are  given.     Important  editors  or  sole  editors  are  given.     Titles  of  books  are 
included  only  in  the  following  cases: 

(1)  Anonymous  works. 

(2)  Anonymous  works  of  which  the  authors'   names  have  been  identified. 

(3)  Works  listed  by  title;  e.g. ,  a  work  with  three  or  more  authors. 

(4)  Works  well  known  by  title. 

Series  titles,  half-titles  (in  some  cases),  and  periodicals  from  which   reprints  are 
taken  are  given. 


SYMBOLS     FOR     LIBRARIES 

At  the  end  of  each  entry  symbols  are  given  to  indicate 
(1)  the  library  where  the  work  was  consulted  and  (2) 
other  libraries  reporting  copies.     For  instance,    (CtY; 
MB,  OO)   means  (1)  that  the  compiler  saw  the  item  at  the 
Yale  University  Library  and  (2)  that,  according  to  the 
National  Union  Catalog  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
copies  are  also  in  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  Oberlin 
College  Library. 

The  symbols  employed  here  are  taken  from  the  National 
Union  Catalog,  with  additional  symbols  invented  for 
European  libraries  and  with  the  addition  of  the  names  of 
a  few  owners  of  private  libraries. 

Many  of  the  reports  to  the  National  Union  Catalog  have 
been  verified;  but  since  a  large  proportion  of  them  were 
taken  without  further  check,  the  compiler  can  not 
assume  responsibility  for  their  accuracy. 

Locations  of  files  of  periodicals  are  given  fully  in  the 
Union  List  of  Serials,  to  which  the  searcher  is  re- 
ferred.    These  records  have  not  been  copied  into  the 
present  work.

CHAPTER  2.      PERIODICALS 

(Bibliographies  of  periodicals  on  specific  subjects  are 
grouped  with  those  subjects.      This  chapter  includes 
bibliographies  of  general  religious  periodicals,    of 
three  types: 

a.  Lists  of  periodicals  and  references  to  periodicals. 

b.  Lists  of  bibliographical  periodicals,  that  is  to  say, 
periodicals  devoted  to  book  reviews  and  notices. 

c.  Index  volumes  to  theological  periodicals. 
Serial  literature  presents  peculiar  difficulties,    in 

establishing  exact  titles,  editors'    names,  volume  num- 
bering, etc.     No  periodical  runs  for  many  years  with- 
out changing  its  format,  frequency  of  issue,  editors, 
policies,  or  other  details.     It  has  been  impossible, 
within  the  scope  of  the  present  work,  to  clear  up  all 
such  problems  in  connection  with  all  periodicals  han- 
dled; but  it  is  believed  that  data  given  will  be  of  serv- 
ice in  that  direction. 

It  is  the  practice  of  American  cataloging,   as  exem- 
plified in  the  Union  List  of  Serials,  to  list  a  periodical 
under  its  latest    name,  with  references  from  earlier 
forms.     Under  the  chronological  arrangement  adopted 
in  this  work,  a  title  is  given  in  its  original  form  at  the 
time  of  the  first  appearance  of  the  periodical. 

In  indicating  locations  the  general  practice  has  been 
to  accept  listings  in  the  National  Union  Catalog  at  the 
Library  of  Congress.     For  periodicals,  of  course,  more 
complete  listings  are  to  be  found  in  the  Union  List  of 
Serials.     No  attempt  has  been  made  to  copy  listings 
from  that  work,  except  that  in  some  instances  mention 
has  been  made  of  libraries  possessing  complete  files, 
as  reported  in  the  Union  List.)

CHAPTER  3.     CATALOGS 

a.    Library  catalogs 

"A  catalog  is  not  a  bibliography"  is  a  dictum  that  must 
not  be  taken  too  literally.     When  a  collector  publishes  a 
catalog  of  his  treasures,  with  scholarly  annotations,  the 
product  most  assuredly  is  a  bibliography  of  value.     The 
scholar  of  any  experience  does  not  need  to  be  told  that 
the  printed  catalogs  of  the  British  Museum  and  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  and  even  the  card  catalog  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  are  of  inestimable  bibliographical 
value.     At  the  other  extreme,  of  course,  we  find  "mere" 
lists  of  books--but  who  can  ever  be  sure  that  a  given 
list  is  "mere"?   A  slight-looking  catalog  of  Reformation 
material  has  been  found  to  contain  titles  not  even  in  the 
monumental  six-volume  "Bibliographic  zur  deutschen 
Geschichte  im  Zeitalter  der  Glaubensspaltung"  by  Karl 
Schottenloher.     Preferring  to  err  on  the  side  of  safety, 
the  present  work  includes  some  lists  that  may  have 
little  value,  leaving  it  to  the  specialists  to  use  or  re- 
ject them.

It  looks  as  if  no  one  has  thought  of  compiling  a  biblio- 
graphy of  religion  for  Texas—or  for  any  other  state  in 
the  Union.     At  least,  no  separately  published  work  of 
this  nature  has  been  found  by  this  compiler.     However, 


some  "spade  work"  has  been  done,  by  the  agency  known 
as  the  Historical  Records  Survey,  the  findings  of  which 
may  be  of  value  to  any  one  attempting  a  study  of  religi- 
ous history  within  a  given  state  or  of  particular  denom- 
inations. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  was  a  program  for  giv- 
ing employment  to  thousands  of  men  and  women  on  the 
relief  rolls,  undertaking  to  list  documents  in  the  various 
states,  counties,  cities,  and  other  governmental  units, 
and  included  records  of  societies,  churches,  and  other 
non-public  organizations.     This  compilation  is  not  inter- 
ested in  many  of  their  results  but  will  give  attention  to 
those  that  list  religious  materials.     Some  volumes  are 
devoted  to  individual  churches  and  their  records;  some 
cover  a  particular  denomination  in  a  given  state;  some 
list    certain  types  of  records  for  a  whole  state  or    re- 
gion.    A  large  proportion  of  the  material  listed  is  un- 
published, church  records  in  the  main;  but  printed  histo- 
ries of  churches  and  other  published  matter  are  includ- 
ed; and  since  it  is  hard  to  tell  from  the  volumes  in  hand 
whether  the  material  was  printed  or  not,  all  reports 
have  been  included  that  list  records  even  though  in  some 
cases  this  practice  may  have  departed  from  the  general 
rule  to  omit  manuscript  material. 

This  very  ambitious  project,  begun  in  1936,  was  never 
carried  to  completion.     It  kept  about  3500  men  and 
women  busy  for  several  years,  the  local  workers  re- 
porting on  the  actual  material,  county  and  state  super- 
visors  "checking"  it,    and  Dr.   Luther  H.   Evans  directing 
the  national  office.     Any  one  with  a  bibliographical  con- 
science was  sure  to  have  misgivings  regarding  the 
reliability  of  the  work  done,  when  the  crucial  part  was 
in  the  hands  of  untrained,  usually  not  too  highly  educated 
workers.     But    effort  was  made  to  insure  accuracy  by 
having  supervisors  not  only  give  careful  instructions 
but  scrutinize  the  material  sent  in.     While  no  individual 
item  has  guaranteed  accuracy,  the  work  as  a  whole  does 
have  value,  at  least  as  a  guide  to  the  location  of  infor- 
mation. 

One  very  unfortunate  thing  is  that  funds  did  not  provide 
for  the  printing  of  the  reports.     Most  of  them  are  in 
mimeographed  form;  and  not  very  large  numbers  were 
issued,  a  certain  number  being  distributed  within  each 
state  and  about  100  copies  going  to  other  libraries. 
The  general  plan  in  each  volume  includes  a  foreword  by 
some  church  official;  a  preface  explaining  the  relation 
between  this  volume  and  the  plan  as  a  whole,  giving 
special  information  about  this  study,  and  acknowledging 
aid  received;  historical  introduction;  explanation  of 
abbreviations  and  symbols;  the  body  of  material;  and 
various  indexes.     In  the  notes  in  this  chapter  this  gene- 
ral treatment  will  be  assumed,    unless  exceptions  are 
pointed  out.

Plans  for  the  scope  of  the  work  were  described  in  the 
prospectus,  issued  in  1932,  and  various  introductory 
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sections: 

It  purports  to  be  an  exhaustive  bibliographical  hand- 
book for  the  study  of  middle-European  history  of  the 
16th  century,  including  all  classifiable  literature  appear- 
ing in  German  or  other  languages  from  1517  to  1932 
covering  the  period  of  1517-1585. 

In  the  case  of  material  in  periodicals  selection  had  to 
be  exercised;  but  book  publications  are  completely  re- 
presented. 

The  material  is  not  limited  to  literature  of  the  Refor- 
mation in  any  narrow  sense,  but  includes  everything 
that  has  been  written  about  persons,  conditions,  and 
events.     It  is,  therefore,  of  interest  not  only  to  histori- 
ans and  theologians  but  also  to  the  jurist,   physician, 
economist,   scientist,   philologist,  historian  of  culture 
and  art,  or  any  student  of  the  epoch. 

The  term  "German"  includes  German-speaking  coun- 
tries, Austria,  Alsace,   German  Switzerland,  etc. 

It  was  expected  that  the  work  would  include  about 
40,000  titles.     The  total  ran  much  higher. 

In  the  part  listing  persons,   subjects  are  given  in  alpha- 
betical  order,  with  the  titles   numbered  consecutively. 
Entries  under  individual  subjects  are  in  chronological 
order.     Where  there  are  many  entries,  as  for  Luther, 
for  instance,  they  are  classified. 

Exact  bibliographical  data  are  given:  volumes,   pages, 
illustrations,  format,   place  of  publication,  year,  and 
publisher. 

It  is  arranged  with  two  columns  to  the  page,  with  con- 
venient column  headings. 

In  the  second  part,  the  topographical,   "German"  places 
include  German-speaking  neighbors,   such  as  Vienna, 
Zurich,   etc. 

In  the  third  part,  the  material  is  arranged  by  catch- 
words. 

The  editor  discusses  the  advantage  of  this  work  over 
Dahlmann-Waitz  and  other  works.     He  also  says  that  he 
has  incorporated  material  from  other  bibliographies  at 
hand.     He  made  use  of  the  Weimar  Gesamtausgabe  of 
Luther's  works,  listing  the  whole  once  (no.   14,205)  and 
also  breaking  it  down  and  listing  various  parts  in  vari- 
ous places.

Protestants  have  nothing  to  be  compared  with  Streit' s 
Bibliotheca  missionum.     They  have  issued  innumerable 
small  lists,  but  have  not  invested  scholarship  in  this 
field  as  the  Catholics  have  done.     Missionary  societies 
issue  leaflets;  small  missions  collections,  especially  in 
Germany,  have  printed  catalogs;  and  lists  have  been 
issued  in  connection  with  conventions.     Still,  the  defini- 
tive work  on  Protestant  missions  waits  to  be  attempted. 

The  thorough  student  will  search  such  works  as  Henri 
Cordier's   "Bibliotheca  sinica;  dictionnaire  bibliogra- 
phique  des  ouvrages  relatifs  a  1' empire  chinois"    (2me 
ed.,    Paris,    1904-24).
